County Veterans 
Receive $164,909 
In Aid from VA 


Robert M. FitzGerald, manag- 
er of the Michigan Veterans Ad- 
ministratioin Regional Office in 
Detroit disclosed today that the 
VA spent $164,909 in Crawford 
County to aid veterans during 
Fisca! Year 1969. This includes 
$125,410 in compensation and 
pensions. 

Administrator of Veterans Af- 
fairs Donald E, Johnson reveal- 
ed at the same time the total 
VA funds expended in the state 
of Michigan during the same 
period amounted to about $274,- 
262,635, of which $167,212,966 
was in compensation and pension 
payments. 

Funds spent in Crawford Coun- 


ty, FitzGerald said, also includ-. 


ed $16,967 for readjustment and 
vocational rehabilitation, and 
$22,532 for insurance and indem- 
nities. Regional office expendi- 
tures and hospital operating 
costs in the state of Michigan 
amounted to $49,324,901. The VA 
also spent $311,472 in Michigan 
for construction und related 
costs. 

According to FitzGerald, ibe 
VA is the third largest Federal 
Agency and operates the largest 
(166) hospital network in the 
fiée World, a5 Wel as adiminis- 
tering one of the biggest insur- 
ance programs in the nation. 


Disabled Persons 
Bill Introduced 
In Legislature 


LANSING~-Michigan residents 
who are disabied would receive 
a property tax exemption under 
« hilt which har heen sponsored 
and introduced in the Legislature 
by State Senator John F. Toepp, 
R-Cadillac. 

The: bill would exempt persons 
categorized as disabled by the 
1939 Social Welfare Act, the 1969 
Workmien’s compensation Act, 
and the Federal Social Security 
Act from a share of their prop- 
erty taxes, provided their an- 
nual income does not exceed 
$6000 and they do not own prop- 
erty exceeding $15,000 in state 
equalized value. 

“We have already granted 
homestead tax exemptions to 
veterans and senior citizens,” 
Senator Toepp pointed out. “Now 
«35 time to do something for 
our disabled citizens, many of 
whom have Jed active, produc- 
tive lives only to be stricken 
by some serious injury or ill- 
ness. 

“Many of these people ere st 
least as hard-pressed by taxes 
and inflation as, others who are, 
currently or will be receiving 
‘exemptions from state Property 
taxes.” 

Under the bill, disabled per- 
sons would have to live in Mich- 
igan at least six months of the 
year to qualify for the exemp- 
tion. The bill would also apply 
to joint owners of a residence if 
One owner is totally disabied. 

After being introduced, the bill 
was referred to the Senate Com- 
mittee on Taxation and Veter- 
ans’ Affairs for consideration.

People who hold public office generally try to 


do the things that their constituencies want done. 
That’s a generalizaticn, of course, and perhaps a 


bit idealized. But in my view, it covers the 
activities of most persons elected tu office. 
Or, if these office holders do 


holders things their 
constituents don’t want done, the alderman or 
legislator or congressman at least want to know 
ahead of time thal they’re flying in whe face of 
constituent desire. 

There are good and sufficient reasons why 
office holders should not react to constituent 
desires at times. Perhaps the congressman is 
looking out for the good of the entire country 
instead of for the specialized needs of his district. 
Perhaps the legislator is ahead of his constituents 
in their thinking. Or perhaps the alderman has a 


more complete picture of the results of a certain. 


action than can possibly be possessed by his 
constituents. 

But in any event, the problem of keeping in 
touch with grass roots sentiment isa mitieult one. 
There is no universal answer. 


One of the phoniest ways to keep a legislative 


ear to the ground is through a mass mailing of - 


mirmeographed questionnaires, calling for “yes” or 
“no” answers by the voters on very complex 
questions. This is a very usual device in 
congressional and legislative offices, and is abused 
more often than it is used properly. 


Testing public opinion is a very sophisticated

One tactic is to anticipate the 
answer by the way the question is framed. For 
example, how about this type of question: 

“Do you think the state should waste =p to 
$500 million by tearing down our revered old state 
capital and pulting up a new cement block 
menstrosity?” 

I can fairly well predict the majority of “yes” 
and ‘“‘no”’ votes on that type of questionnaire. Or 
try this approach: 

“Should the state continue to do business in 
the crumbling oid siate capitat, which is an 
88-year-old firetrap, continually condemned as 
unsefe by the fire marshall’s division of the 
Mishigan State Police?” 

Again, I can predict how that one would come 
out, too. 

Then there’s the question of coverage. I refer 
here to Rep. Russell Strange of Mt. Pleasant only 
because his survey was cited last week. He asked 
22,947 of hic constituents if the state “should 
appropriate $25 miilion to assist in paying the 
salaries of an estimated 5,800 certified lay teachers 
of secular subjects in accredited non-public 
schools.” : 

Of his replies, 75.7 percent said “no” while 
15.2 percent said “tyes” and 9.1 percent were 
undecided.

But of the 22,947 documents he sent out, only 
2,644 replies were received. That means more than 
20,000 registered no “yes” or ‘‘no” answers to one 
of the knottiest, most complicated, most 
far-reaching, most philosophically-intricate 
questions facing the state this year. What of the 
big, big majority who remained silent? 

Another way to measure sentiment which is 
just as phony as the questionnaize, in my oninion, 
is to count letters. 

Frequently, Jegislators and congressmen will 
cite statistics about what they have heard on 
thorny issues frcem their constituents in letters or 
petitions or telegrams. Even President Nixon piled 
high the postai sentiment after one of his Vict 
Nain speeches. snuggling in the comfort of an 
outpouring of mailed and telegraphed support. 

But what do such letters really mean—other 
than that a flock of people, either individually or 
in organized pressure tactics, were moved enough 
at the moment to send their thoughts? Is this a 
sours #asis for public policy decisions? 

Perhups the best way to approach the problem 
of iinding out what the voter thinks is te consider 
the office holder as pretiy well representative of at 
least a majority of the constituency which elected 
him, and then let him go ahead and conduct 
himself accordingly. 

If he guesses wrong on too many issues, or if 
the mood of his constituency changes and he 
doesn’t, he’s out on his ear at the next election.
